OLD MISSIONS 

OF CALIFORNIA 

Every one who thinks of California 
conceives a mental picture of its old 
missions and its big trees. The Fran¬ 
ciscan fathers built twenty-one mis¬ 
sions in California, extending from 
San Diego, at the extreme southern 
limit of the state, to Solano, thirty 
miles north of San Francisco bay, a 
distance of almost 600 miles. Ten of 
these missions were placed in central 
California, extending from Monterey 
county to Sonoma county, a distance 
of about 150 miles. Of the ten in the 
central counties, five were established 
around San Francisco bay and the 
remaining five in Santa Cruz, San 
Benito and Monterey counties. 

The Franciscan pioneers, knowing 
California, selected with great care 
the fruitful valleys and the spots 
where the climate is mild and 
equable the year round. Of the five 
missions around San Francisco bay, 
the one at San Rafael, just across the 
bay from San Francisco, and the one 
at Santa Cruz on Monterey bay have 
entirely disappeared. Mission Do¬ 
lores in the heart of San Francisco, 
Mission San Jose at the little town 
of the same name on the main motor 
boulevard from Oakland to San Jose, 
and Mission Santa Clara in the town 
of Santa Clara, four miles from San 
Jose, are kept in fairly good repair 
and are visited annually by many 
tourists. 

In Midst of Great City. 

Mission Dolores, built in 1776 and 
now in the midst of the residence dis¬ 
trict of San Francisco, is the only 
one of the old missions which is sur¬ 
rounded by a large city. Mission 
Santa Clara has been incorporated 
into the buildings of the university of 
Santa Clara, one of the large educa¬ 
tional institutions of California. Many 
interesting and valuable mission 
relics are carefully preserved at the 
university in a room set aside for the 
purpose. 

Solano mission, in the town of So¬ 
noma, some thirty miles north of the 
bay of San Francisco, was built in 
1823. It was the last and the farthest 
north of the chain of old missions. 
It is located in a most attractive sec¬ 
tion of central California, at a town 
which has played a considerable part 
in California’s early history. Sonoma 
is in the “Valley of the Moon,” made 
famous by Jack London’s novel of the 
same name. London’s thousand-acre 
ranch is a few miles north of Sonoma. 

No more beautiful country can be 
found in California than the immedi¬ 
ate surroundings of Mission San Jose, 
which lies twenty-eight miles from 
the city of Oakland on the state high¬ 
way. All around the long, low adobe 
structure are orchards and vineyards. 
Immediately back of the mission are 
the beautiful foothills of a branch of 
the coast range of mountains and to 
the westward is the incomparably 
rich and beautiful Santa Clara valley. 

A wonderful grove of palms, olive 
and fig trees planted by the padres in 
1797 lies across the highway from 
the mission. It is now a part of prob¬ 
ably the most attractive country home 
in California, known as Palmdale. 
Monterey the Mission County. 

Monterey county is called the mis¬ 


sion county of California, because it 
has within its boundaries three of the 
old missions, namely Mission Carmel 
at Carmel-by-the-Sea, Mission San 
Antonio and Mission Soledad. The 
former is maintained in excellent re¬ 
pair and many thousands visit the 
old building annually. Here Padre 
Junipero Serra lived and is buried. 
San Antonio and Soledad missions are 
fast falling into ruins. 

One of the most beautiful of the old 
missions is San Juan Bautista at the 
little town of the same name in San 
Benito county, 100 miles south of San 
Francisco. 

The original highway, or rather the 
pathway connecting the old missions 
from one end of the state to the other, 
was called El Camino Real or the 
King’s Highway. The state of Cali¬ 
fornia in laying out its $18,000,000 
motor highway, which is largely com¬ 
pleted, followed the road of the Fran¬ 
ciscans stretching from mission to 
mission. The visitor to California, 
particularly the motorist, can thus 
make a tour of the old missions over 
a wonderfully fine boulevard through 
picturesque valleys and mountains. 

The California landmark league and 
the native sons of the golden west 
are making a strong campaign to re¬ 
store all the old missions, about which 
so much of the romantic history of 
the state is built, and to maintain 
them for all time.

BAD AUTO 
ACCIDENT NEAR 
THIS CITY 


George Stevenson, a bartender em¬ 
ployed at Sheehan’s saloon, Third and 
Townsend str ts, San Francisco, and 
Stephen PLe. .:, also a bartender, who 
lives at 601 laird street, were killed, 
while Ben Willhoit of 45 Liberty ave¬ 
nue, the owner and driver of the 
automobile; Claude Levens of 3759 
Seventeenth street and James Joyce 
of 3752 Eighteenth street, a special 
policeman, were badly injured when 
their automobile struck a trolley pole 
at the junction of the state highway 
and the United Railroads tracks at 
Cypress Lawn Cemetery, near this 
city, at 3:30 Friday morning. 

Joyce has lacerations of the back 
and hip, while Leens and Willhoit sus¬ 
tained internal injuries. 

Stevenson and Pheney died in an 
ambulance on the way to the Red 
Cross Hospital at San Mateo, where 
the injured men were sent by Super¬ 
intendent Davison of the cemetery. 

The impact of the car with the pole 
was terrific. Superintendent Davison 
was awakened by the crash and hur¬ 
ried out to ascertain the trouble. He 
found Stevenson and Pheney were 
crushed under the debris of what had 
been an automobile, and the others 
helpless. Aid was at once summoned, 
and in a short time the ambulance 
arrived from San Mateo. 

At the hospital it was stated Friday 
morning that the condition of the 
three injured men could not be de¬ 
termined, although it was believed all 
had a chance to live. 

The accident occurred where the 
state highway crosses the county road 
in a spot where many accidents have 
happened previously. 

Owing to the serious condition of 
the three wounded men, it was almost 
impossible to get particulars. 

Deputy Coroner W. E. Hostetter of 
San Mq,teo was the first one from tli ; 
coroner’s office to arrive on the scene, 
getting there at 5 o’clock. The am¬ 
bulance from the Red Cross Hospital 
at San Mateo arrived at the same 
time. Stevenson and I’heney were 
still alive and were lying in the road. 
The three injured men had been re¬ 
moved to Superintendent Davison’s 
home. Davison and three Italian 
cemetery workers were standing in 
the road awaiting the ambulance. 
Stevenson and Pheney died on reach¬ 
ing the Red Cross Hospital at San 
Mateo. 

Another party of automobilists came 
along just behind the wrecked car. 
They were standing in the road when 
the deputy coroner arrived. They 
were J. Haskell of 1713 Eddy street, 
G. Black of 436 Kearny street, and a 
woman who gave her name as Miss 
Smith of 420 Kearny street. 

Stevenson was a member of the 
lodge of Eagles, No. 61, of San Fran¬ 
cisco. Claude Levens worked for the 
Thomas dyeing and cleaning works of 
San Francisco.
